This organization takes a most ac¬ 
tive part each year in the "Farm 
Young Peoples Week” held in June 
at the University of Alberta under 
the Department of Extension. In 
fact the United Farm Women of 
Alberta were the promoters of this 
week, and each year, during this 
week, there is one day set aside 
for the Junior U.F.A.’s annual con¬ 
vention. Except for the assistance 
and guidance of the U.F.A. secret¬ 
ary the young people carry on the 
business of their convention. Many 
conventions of senior organizations 
could well take an example from 
the orderly, parliamentary way the 
Juniors handle their convention, 
and it certainly does not lack for 
lively debating on resolution and 
business. _ 

During the years following the 
end of the war the Junior U.F.A. 
has made very favorable strides 
in its development,* the war years 
having cut down the membership 
in the province to a great extent 
because of many young people 
leaving the rural districts for war 
service. Today in the near vicjpity 
of Vulcan there are five active 
Junior U.F.A. locals with an aver¬ 
age membership of ten to fifteen.

The annual meeting*of the rate¬ 
payers of the Municipal District of 
Vulcan, No. 29, held last Saturday- 
afternoon, was well attended and 
the financiial report showed that 
the District's finances were in 
good condition, with 96.6% of the 
current levy collected and total 
arrears amounting to only 
$22,703.25. 

Expenditures during 1947 were 
the gientest since the formation of 
the enlatged municipal district, ' 
with public works expenditures 
alone amounting to over one hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars. 50 miles of 
new road were gravelled, 17'/j 
miles re-gravelled and repaired 
and 6 miles gravelled under the 
three-way plan. There was an in¬ 
crease of $15,000 in the govern¬ 
ment road grant. 

Old Volks Home 

The meeting expressed itself as 
strongly in favor of the establish¬ 
ment of an Old Folks Home in this 
district and the municipal council 
was directed to work in con¬ 
junction with the town of Vulcan 
towards this end.

Before embarking on the report . 

of the activities of the District for 
the year 1947, it is my sad duty to 
refer to the passing of one of our 
Councillors. Mr. Fred E. Bennett 
who died of a heart attack on 
November 19th, 1947. Mr. Bennett 
was a keen councillor and an ar¬ 
dent supporter of all matters for 
the advancement of the District. 

He gave much of his time to his 
work and we miss him greatly. 

We as a council were deeply 
shocked at hia sudden, passing. 

Since the late Mr. Bennett's term 
expired in 1948, no steps were 
taken to fill the vacancy until the 
elections this year. 

Expenditures during the year 
1947 were the largest since the 
formation of the new Municipal 
District in 1943. Public Works Ex¬ 
penditures were $100,157.16 which 
is about $45,000.00 more than in 
the year 1946 and Capital Expend¬ 
itures were $38,446.39 
$37,500.00 more than in 1946. In 
our 1947 estimates we planned to 
use $36,429.60 of the surplus from 
previous year's. We actually used 
$41,572.34. 7 

'Our 1947 program of the Public 
Works was our greatest to date. 

Road Gravelling alone cost $52,- 
226.02. For this amount we gravel¬ 
led 50 miles of new road, 17H 
miles of re-gravelling and repair¬ 
ing; and the streets in the hamlets 
of Brant nnd Ensign. Nearly six 
miles of gravelling was done un¬ 
der the three way plan of one- 
third from the farmers, District 
and Government. Two elevating 
grading outfits worked during the 
season and we obtained a consider¬ 
able amount of new grades. We 
have now four large motor graders 
working the district and maintain¬ 
ing and servicing the roads. We 
believe 'that our general road sit¬ 
uation compares very favorably 
with^ any in the Province. Last 
Spring the District was put to very 
heavy expense in repairing roads 
damaged by the heavy snow and 
run-off and in installing culverts. 

Conditions point at the present 
time to a great deal less expense 
in this connection this year. Public 
Works Expenditures by Divisions 
were as follows:

The District purchased a new 
Adams Motor Grader and a used 
Allis ^Chalmers Tractor, bull-dozer, 
and 9-11 yard scraper and two 
small tractors with mowers. 

Anothecr item of the Capitol Ex¬ 
penditure was $5,552.40 covering 
the new work shop which is not 
yet completed, l<ast year our re¬ 
pair bills were very heavy. Our 
machinery is now in fair shape and 
should take care of the 1948 needs 
without a great deal of major re¬ 
pairing. The situation in respect to 
-dfPavy road machinery is very poor. 

It is impossible to replace used 
machinery with new equipment 
and it is expected that in 19ffl the 
situation will be even worse. 

The Doctor contract in the area 
of the District which was the for¬ 
mer Municipal District of Har¬ 
mony commenced on June 1st, Parents can look for reports on 
1947. The cost of this Service was all grades on Monday, March 1st. 


which will increase the taxes in 
that area of the Municipality. 

Government Road Grants were 
increased from $6,000.00 in 1946 to 
$21,450.00 in 1947. The-increase of 
$15,000.00 was responsible to some 
extent for the large amount of 
work done. 

The general prosperity of the 
rate-payers is reflected in the very 
fine collection record of the Dis¬ 
trict. Our total-tax arrears at the 
end of the year was only $22,703.25, 
of this amount the sum of $6,004.10 
is for the year 1947. 96.6% of the 
current levy was collected. 

Our surplus now stands at $92,- 
300.14 which is a very conservative 
figure. During the years since the 
enlargement of the District we 
have been using surplus from pre¬ 
vious years lo meet current ex¬ 
penditures. I n c lu d i n g 1947 the 
total amount is $79,774.34 or ap- 
or about proximately $20,000.00 a year for 
the past four years. In my opinion 
our surplus is now at a minimum. 
The cash assets of the District 
it about sufficient to es- 
a working balance to 
the District without 
going into debt to meet 
current expenses. One poor col¬ 
lection year woud wipe out our cash 
reserves. I believe that it will be 
good policy commencing with the 
year 1948 to keep our expenditures 
well within our current revenues. 
From now on any increase in ser¬ 
vices will be directly reflected In 
increased taxes. The general in¬ 
flationary trend of all goods and 
services are reflected in increased 
costs of our local governments. 
Careful administration is more 
necessary now than in the past 
to keep our tax rates in line and 
consistent wittf the amount of ser¬ 
vices required by the community.”

The Advocate's suggestion that Vulcan and dis¬ 
trict pioneers might well organise an old timer’s 
club similar to the Cleverville Pioneer Club has 
received verbal support in most parts of the district 
and this week written support is given in a letter 
from the Berrywater local of the U.F.A., printed 
elsewhere in this issue. 

Many of the pioneers of this district are now 
reaching the age^here they have retired or are 
thinking of doing so and we believe that an old- 
timers association, with its annual reunion of friends 


of pioneer days, would be welcomed by all these 
earliest settlers. Many of the original homesteaders 
or cattle ranchers are still living right in the dis¬ 
trict Their original quarter-section may still be the 
site of the family home, although their holdings 
have probably increased to one or two sections or 
more. 

It is reported that in 1903 there was an odd 
homestead filed on this side of the Little Bow, be¬ 
tween Vulcan and Nanton. By 1904 several outfits 
were engaged in ranching in the immediate district 
now surrounding Vulcan and Nanton. By 1904 sever¬ 
al more families came in as the homesteaders spread 
eastward from the Macleod Trail. The big homestead 
rush got well under \gay in 1906 and that year and 
1907 marked the beginning of the change from cattle 
to grain. Supplies were hauled from Nanton and lum¬ 
ber and logs for building were brought from High 
River. The area became more thickly populated an in 
* 1910 the railroad grade came through and the same 
year the present townsite was laid out. Steel came 
through in 1911 and in 1911 and 1912 the town saw 
tremendous growth and was incorporated as a vil¬ 
lage in 1913. 

These were the pioneer years of Vulcan and 
district and those men who helped build the town 
and develop the land can best retain the memories 
of those early years through the formation of an 
oldtimers’ or pioneer association. ^

Proper Vitamins Are 
Necessary to Health 


Miss Ware of Kirkcaldy recently 
gave the following interesting 
paper in thq subject of “Vitamins” 
at a meeting of the Kirkcaldy 
Women's Institute. 

Vitamins are chemical sub¬ 
stances necessary for health and 
normal development They cannot 
be made in the body, but must 
come from food. Unlike fats, car¬ 
bohydrates and proteins, they can¬ 
not serve as sources of energy. Var¬ 
ious vitamins differ so much from 
ope another In’ chemical structure 
that it makes one wonder why they 
belong to the same class of nutrit¬ 
ive essentials. - 

All of them have their traits in 
common. They are found in small 
amounts in foods. Small amounts 
of them exert a great influence on 
the body. Vitamins must be sup¬ 
plied to both plants and animals 
in order that these plants and an- 
imas may live and grow. The name 
Vitamin indicates that these sub¬ 
stances are essential for life. 

Thirty years ago the word “Vit¬ 
amin" was just coming -into use. 
Today it is applied to those sub¬ 
stances which occur in minute 
quantities in food, and yet produce 
profound and physiological effects. 
The vitamin which we recognize 
today as essential in human nut¬ 
rition is for the most pqrt formed 
by green plants and from them 
transferred to the bodies of anim¬ 
als. 

The search for Vitamin A in 
food went forward by leaps and 
hounds after 19t3. Not only fish 
liver, oils, eggs and butter, but all 
green leaves and yellow parts of 
plants proved to be excellent 
sources. Carrots and sweet potat¬ 
oes were found to be rich in 
sources of vitamins, while white 
turnips and Irish potatoes furnish 
practically none. It has been es¬ 
tablished that the vitamin A that 
is found in the livers of salt water 
fish is not identical with that 
found in the livers of fresh water 


fish. 

The vitamin A content of milk 
is influenced to some extent by 
vitamin A diet. Butter made from 
milk of cows on a ration of ground 
oats, barley, wheat middlings, tim¬ 
othy hay or oat straw contains less 
vitamin A than milk from cows 
whose dry feed is supplemented by 
summer 'pasture. June butter is 
richer in vitamin A value as well 
as in color and flavor. 

_, The milk from Jerseys and 

Guernseys Is rich in carotene. Other 
breeds produce milk low in caro¬ 
tene and rich in the colorless- vit¬ 
amin A. Winter butter produced 
when cows are given dry feed, may 
contain only 2,000 units per Tb. 
Summer butter averages about 
12,000 units per Tb. In experiments 
where cows have been given fish 
liver oils with their feed, butter 
containing 40,000 ujiits per lb have 
been produced. 

Every garden should be planned 
Jo produce as much vitamin A as 
possible. Carrots, spinach, sweet 
potatoes, green beans, peppers, peas 
and other vitamin A rich veg¬ 
etables should be planted in larger 
quantities than parsnips, beets and - 
white turnips. Celery and aspar¬ 
agus should be left green wherever 
conditions permit. Water cress 
should be grown. No garden is com¬ 
plete without a row of parsley. A 
tablespoonful of parsley daily can 
make the difference between sick¬ 
ness and health. ' ‘ 

Vitamin A must never be looked 
upon as essential only to the young. 
At any age during life, inadequate 
vitamin A causes weakness, low- 
resistance to disease, fatigue and 
poor vision. A severe infection of 
the eyes caused by the lack of 
vitamin A has been known in the 
Orient for centuries. In this dis¬ 
ease the*lids of the eyes become 
swollen, sore, perhaps ulcerated 
and the surface of the eye is cur¬ 
iously dry. If vitamin A is not 
given, blindness results. 


During World War One, a ser¬ 
ious outbreak of this disease occur¬ 
red in Denmark. The warring 
countries were paying very 
high prices for butter, so many of 
the poorer Danes sold their milk 
produce and fed their babies skim 
milk and margarine. Mafly of their 
children became blind. The vision 
of others was saved by giving them 
butter and cod liver oil. 

The vitamin once called vitamin 
B was in reality a group of which 
several are made in chemical lab- 
oritories. These synthetic vitamins 
are identical w-ith those produced 
by nature and are used as effic¬ 
iently in the body. The entire group 
apparently contain nine or more 
vitamins, and are spoken of col¬ 
lectively ns Vitamin B Complex. . 

The best .understood member of 
the group was formerly vitamin 
B 1, but now known by its chemical 
name, Thiamin or Thiamin Chlor¬ 
ide. They are found largely in 
seed foods such as cereal grains, 
nuts, dry beans, peas and soy beans. 
Amongst our source of animal or¬ 
igin are liver, kidney and heart. 
Pork meat contains from three to 
five times more Thiamin than do 
other meats. 

Experiments were carried out at 
Mayo Foundation. Four young 
women lived .on a diet almost lack¬ 
ing Thiamin for twenty-one weeks. 
These women quickly developed ex¬ 
treme fatigue, mental depression, 
lack of appetite, loss of weight and 
digestive disturbances such as gas 
pains and constipation. The be¬ 
came anemic, nervous, irritable and 
unable to sleep. It was found that 
they had very little hydrochloric 
acid in their stomachs. As time 
went on they developed a soreness 
and tenderness in their legs, which 
is recognized as symptoms of Neur¬ 
itis. Their hearts became abnormal 
and in a few- cases enlarged. In 
other words, by the simple means 
of a diet inadequate in Thiamin, 
heart disease developed. 

The young women became so 
exhausted that it was impossible 
for them to carry on their work. 
By the twenty-first week, nausea 
developed in all cases followed by 
extreme vomiting. The experiment 
had to be terminated. Thiamin was 


then injected Into tl^eir veins: In 
four hours the women’s appetites 
were normal. They became cheer¬ 
ful and the feeling of fatigue left 
them. Other symptoms disappeared 
more slowly. The flow of the stom¬ 
ach acid was normal in twelve 
days. The hearts were not normal 
until after the fifteenth day of 
the Thiamin treatment. 

Thiamin VltanTTh is the “pep" 
vitamin. A person who lacks Thi¬ 
amin is lazy, tires easily, just can’t 
take it. 

The Riboflavin vitamin B2 and G 
is like carotene. Riboflavin is the 
coloring pigment. Liver is richest 
in this vitamin and yeast runs a 
close second. Riboflavin Is hot 
stored in fruits, roots or tubers. 

Amongst the vegetables are beets, 
turnips, greens and carrot tops. 
These can always be used in 
soups. Green leaves contain al¬ 
most twice as much Riboflavin as 
green stems. When a diet lacks 
Riboflavin, the oil producing glands 
ol the skin of the face become ab¬ 
normal, the skin of the nose, chin 
and forehead take on an oily ap¬ 
pearance, fatty deposits accum¬ 
ulate under the skin, lips become 
red and peel. Corners of the mouth 
«nd eyelids become swollen and * 
crusty oil scabs form. 1 

The people of Bulgaria are out¬ 
standingly healthy as their diet 
consists largely of black bread and 
sour milk which are rich in Ribo¬ 
flavin. Although the population is 
small, more of the people live to 
be centenarians than amongst any 
other nation, and they retain their 
characteristics of youth to a late 
age. 

Vitamin K is the blood clotting- 
vitamin. Babies are born with a 
very limited supply of vitamin K. 
As a result hemorrhage in new 
born babies is frequent. Alert phy¬ 
sicians will give babies pure vita¬ 
min K during the first hours of 
life. 

How much protein do we need, 
and how much is it desirable to 
indulge in? 

The Eskimo eats two or three 
times as much protein as most 
dwellers in temperate zones, and 
' vigorous young tribesmen eat as 
much as nine pounds of meat daily 
when seals are plentiful. We must 
remember the Eskimo eats meat 
because he has to. An Eskimo fam¬ 
ily of four consumes four thousand 
pounds of meat per year, but bread, 
fresh vegetables, fresh fruits, salt 
and sweets are lacking. The Es¬ 
kimo children suck frozen eggs as 
the children of America suck lolli¬ 
pops. There is very little carbohy¬ 
drates food to be had. 

A reindeer stomach now and 
then is a delicacy. It contains part¬ 
ly digested ,mp§!L_lichens or the 
skin of young whales. This food, 
being rich in glucose enables him 
to burn fat in the body. 

The home cooking methods in 
use today are largely those which 
have been handed down from 
mother to daughter through gen¬ 
eration after generation and dates 
back to times when the science of 
nutrition was unknown. As a re¬ 
sult it Is probably true that in the 
majority of homes, out of every 
ten dollars spent on food, three 
dollars worth of actual' nutritive 
value Is either destroyed, or is 
thrown away before the food has 
reached the table. 

If health is to be built up, scien¬ 
tific methods must be used in hand¬ 
ling and preparing all foods. 

The United States spends more 
than 30,000,000 dollars annually 
for snow removal from highways. 


RULES IN CASE OF FIRES 


1. Familiarize yourself with the location of windows and natural escapes.

3. Keep the doors of rooms shut. 

4 . Wet a towel, stuff it in the mouth, breathe through it instead of nose, so as not 

to inhale smoke. 

5. Never get exited, try to recall the means of exit 

6. If room fills with smoke keep close to floor and crawl along by the wall to the win¬ 

dow. 

7. NEVER go to roof, unless as a last resort and you know where there is escape to 

adjoining buildings. 

8 . Never jump through flames in a building without covering the head with a blanket 

or heavy clothing. 

9. Open windows from the top. ■*
